. workers. With the decision, the five- 
day work week becomes the union’s 
principal focus in its struggle to avoid 
dismissals. 

Meeting here yesterday morning, 
• r the secretariat decided to propose a 
week of no more than 40 hours at 
reduced wages. The details of how to 
" implement the five-day week and by 
■' bow much wages will be cut will have 
. to be decided in negotiations with 
- the government, union secretary. 
■; Reuven Ben-Ami told The Jem- 
salem Post last night. 

The five-day proposal has also 
been adopted by the Clerical Work- 
. ers Union, the largest public-sector 
union with some 170,000 members. 




. ^Ben-Ami said that the aim is to have 
xne 


proposal adopted by the Trade 
• Union Department of the Histadrut 
as its official position. 

The immediate objective of the 
proposal is to avoid the dismissals 
and closures of certain departments 
- ; decided on by the government re- 
. . ■ cently . However, the unions also see 
a five-day work week as a necessary 
measure in its own right. 


The idea, Ben-Ami said, is to limit 
the operation of all. government de- 
partments, and not jost the work 
week of the employees, to five days a 
week. Such a work week is now 
accepted practice in most western 
countries, especially in the high-tech 
field, and has proved its efficiency, 
he said. 

Prime Minister Peres was amen- 
able to the proposal when it was 
raised iu negotiations recently, 
though Finance Minister Moda’i was 
opposed. Nevertheless, Ben-Ami 
said that he believes that the govern- 
ment will eventually go along with 
the proposal. 

He added that the proposal is 
under discussion internally in die 
Histadrut and will be brought to the 
government at an early date,- along 
with the considerable amount of 
data that has been collected by the 
Histadrut on the issue. 

The Clerical Workers Union 
yesterday drew up guidelines for its 
constituent work committees in the 
current negotiations with the public- 
sector employers over dismissals. 

Among the guidelines is a sugges- 
tion that the works committees 
obtain a written commitment that 
the employer does not intend to hire 
new staff for at least 36 months, and

Moda’i fails to get approval 
# for his list of payroll cutbacks

Faced with 'nearly - unanimous 
opposition among the other minis- 
ters, Finance Minister Moda'i de- 
cided not to bring to a cabinet vote 
his detailed list of payroll cuts in 
government and other public-sector 
bodies. 

On the advice of Prime Minister 
Peres. Moda’i decided to drop the 
list from yesterday's agenda. 

Most members of the cabinet were 
angry because Moda'i had drafted 
the list without consulting them. 


Some, like Housing Minister David 
Levy. Were upset because the press 
had received the details' of the cut- 
backs even before the minis ters had. 

Thus instead of approving the list 
of bodies to be slashed, the cabinet 
only repeated its support for the 
principle of dismissals. Ministers 
without portfolio Moshe Arens and 
YigaeJ Hnrvitz were appointed to 
negotiate with the rest of the minis- 
ters for two weeks about the units to 
be reduced or eliminated . In the case 
of a ministry where no accord is

Israeli Air Force jets yesterday 
morning bombed a Palestinian ter- 
rorist base in Syrian-controlled terri- 
tory in Lebanon’s eastern Bekaa 
Valley. AH planes returned safely to ’ 
base. 

The IDF spokesman said the 
target was a multi-storey building 
belonging to Ahmed fibril’s Popular 
Front for the liberation of Palestine 
- General Command situated some 2 
kilometres west of Bar Elias. The air 
raid, the eighth into Lebanon this 
year, was pat of policy to hit terror- 
ist bases whenever the IDF sees fit, 
sgie spokesman said. 

* A Lebanese police communique 
said the PFLP-GC command head- 
quarters was demolished when six 
IAF planes carried out a 10-minute 
raid at 7 a.m. near the Beirut- 
Damascus highway about 10 
kilometres from tbe Syrian border. 

According to the police two Kfirs 
divebombed the base while four 
other jets flew cover. All six war- 
planes dropped crimson balloons that 
deflected-scores of Sam-7 and Sam-9 


anti-aircraft missiles fired by the ter- 
rorists, an Associated Press report 
said. 

Tbe Lebanese police said that 
civil-defence teams puttput the fire in 
the bombed building an hour after 
the raid. Ambulances were seen 
rushing to and from the scene, but 
there were no casualty reports, 
according to the police. Local radio 
stations said the building was empty 
at the time of the raid. 

. However, a communique issued by 
the Syrian Army Command in 
Damascus said “a number of inhabi- 
tants, mostly women, children andi 
old men, were killed or wounded” in 
tbe raid. The communique said “a 
pair of Israeli enemy planes attemp- 
ted to bomb targets in .the Bar Elias 
area but they were driven off by our 
air-defences.” 

According to foreign sources Syria 
has between 20,000 and 30,000 
troops in Lebanon, many of them 
stationed in the Bekaa Valley. The 
Syrians withdrew some of their 
forces from Lebanon foDowing the 
IDFs June pullback. 


Peres calls Soviets racists

Prime Minister. Peres yesterday 
Accused the. Soviet Union and other

In a speech at jbe opening' session 
of the First World Conference of 
Dor Hemshech - Young Leadership 
for Zionist Renewal at the Hilton. 
Hotel ini -Jerusalem, last night, the 
premier referred to. the Soviet effort 
to revive -the equation at the just- 
concluded Nairobi women's confer- , 
ence. .. 

The prime minister treated the 200 
delegates from Israel and around the 


world to a historical overview of the 
Zionist endeavour. He stressed the 
‘Vision and realism" of the Labour 
Zionist movement and speke dispa- 
ragingly of what be called empty 
sloganeering. 

Observers noted that Peres omit- 
ted virtually all mention of the role 
of the World Zionist Organization 
both before and after die state, 
dwelling rather on the development 
oftheYtsbuv. •

Shevardnadze urges 
return to detente 


HELSINKI (Reuter). - The Soviet 
Union’s new foreign minister, 
Eduard Shevardnadze, on his first 
trip abroad since taking office, called 
for a radical improvement in East- 
West relations. 

In a statement issued after his 
arrival for the commemoration of 
the 1975 Helsinki accords on Euro- 
pean security and cooperation, She- 
vardnadze praised the value of the 
agreements and said they should be 
protected. 

“We are convinced that the cur- 
rent tense situation in the world calls 
for joint efforts aimed at radically 
improving the political climate in 
Europe and in international rela- 
tions as a whole," he said. 

In separate remarks to reporters, 
be said that when he has his first 
meeting with U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz tomorrow; -“we will 
have to obtain peace." .Tbe two are 
due to prepare the agenda for a 
Soviet-U.S. summit in November. 

Shultz was due to arrive in Hel- 
sinki late last night. 

The Soviet minister's comments 
appeared to indicate Moscow would 
take a conciliatory line at the three- 
day meeting of foreign ministers 


from tbe 35 states that signed the 
accords in the Finnish capital 10 
years ago. The meeting starts today. 

Praising the spirit of detente, 
which the West regards as having 
died with the Soviet military in- 
tervention in Afghanistan in 1979. 
Shevardnadze said foe entire poten- 
tial of the Helsinki final act should be 
used to improve East-West ties. 


The U.S. has said it plans to use 
this week's gathering to attack Mos- 
cow for its alleged failure to abide by 
the human-rights commitments of 
the Helsinki agreements. 

The 57-year-old Shevardnadze, 
who became foreign minister on July 
2. is also to have separate talks with 
his counterparts from the major 
West European states. 

The Soviet minister. wearing a 
sober grey suit, smiled cheerfully at 
waiting reporters and twice paused 
to chat briefly with them. 

Shevardnadze’s relaxed style and- 
easy smile contrasted sharply with 
the dour demeanour and stiff cor- 
rectness of his predecessor, Andrei 
Gromyko, who was named Soviet 
President after serving as foreign 
minister for 28 years.

Botha rejects request 
fix>m Tutu for meeting 


JOHANNESBURG (Renter). - 
South Africa acknowledged yester- 
day that relations with “generally 
friendly or neutral" governments are 
under severe strain and that -ft could 
face tough economic sanctions for 
imposing emergency laws to counter 
unrest in the country. 

Meanwhile.' President P.W. 
Botha refused a request by Bishop 
Desmond Tutu for an urgent meet- 
ing on the unrest, saying he is seeing 
an Anglican delegation on August 19. 

Nobel Peace Prize-winner Tutu 
said, “Only those not serious about 
the situation” could put a meeting 
off until then. 

In the eight days since the new 
laws went into force, 1,225 people 
have been held in the two affected 
areas, while 19 have died in con- 
tinuing countrywide riots, according 
to the police. 

State-run radio said South Africa 
could hot just shrug off the fact that 
relations with generally friendly or 
neutral Western governments have 
been severely strained by the state of 
emergency." 

In a commentary reflecting gov- 
ernment dunking, foe radio acknow- 
ledged: “The country's international 
interests are less secure than they 
were." 

The radio said a momentum is 
being generated which could lead to 
governments being forced beyond 


their earlier limits oo sanctions 
against South Africa. 

"It may be necessary to pay foe 
price if national security dictates 
such a sacrifice. But it would be the 
height of folly to court it unneces- 
sarily," it added. 

The radio advocated attempts to 
accommodate criticism from the 
U.S. and Britain, major trading 
partners whose conservative govern- 
ments have so far resisted pressure 
to impose sanctions against Pretoria 
for its apartheid policies and tough 
moves to quell black township riots. 

A committee of the U.S. congress 
is due to meet later this week in an 
attempt to reconcile economic sanc- 
tions of differing severity proposed 
by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Tutu said in a television interview 
shown in the U.S. yesterday that 
Washington could deal a fatal blow 
to apartheid by imposing sanctions. 

“If foe Reagan Administration 
were to apply foe policy it applies 
against Nicaragua to South Africa, 
then apartheid would end, if not 
overnight, (it) certainly would be 
dealt a death blow," he said. 

Tutu dismissed that argument that 
sanctions would harm the blacks, 
and said sanctions would be an 
appropriate part of a peaceful 
strategy for ending apartheid. -

in Jordan

Terrorist headquarters now being 
set up in Jordan should not be im- 
mune to Israeli attack. Industry 
Minister Ariel Sharon said yester- 
day. 

Speaking during a Ukud Knesset 
faction discussion of security policy 
in foe light of the recent wave of 
terrorist incidents, Sharon said that 
for some reason the government is 
ignoring announcements by both 
Jordan and foe PLO that new terror- 
ist bases axe being established in the 
Hashemite kingdom. 

Israel should notify tbe U.S. and 
Jordan that there will be no negotia- 
tions with Jordan as long as Jordan 
permits the terrorists to maintain 
headquarters on its territory, be 
said. 

Sharon also said that all foe terror- 
ists liberated in the recent exchange 
with foe Jibril terrorist group should 
be either deported or re-arrested. 

' On this. Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim commented that serious 
complications could ensue. 

Sharon, who stamped out terror- 
ism in the Gaza Strip in the late 1960s 
when he was 0 1C Southern Com- 
mand. said that the most effective 
way of preventing stones and petrol 
bombs being hurled at Jewish traffic 
on the West Bank is to demolish the 
entire first row of houses closest to 
the highway in all the problematic 
refugee camps, like Dehai&he and 
Balata. 

If the interference with traffic con- 
tinues after that, he said, foe second 
row of houses should then be de- 
molished, and so on, until the trou- 
ble stops. “We got peace and quiet in 
the past and we can get it again," he 
said. 

He also said that foe standing 
orders applying to soldiers about 
opening foe on stone-throwers in foe 
areas should be revised. 

Sharon said that it would not be 
effective to hit foe PLO’s military 
arms while pursuing a weak and 
vacillating policy towards foe PLO’s 
political and propaganda arms. 

“It is these arms which encourage 
local initiatives to commit murders 
which are no less serious than orga- 
nized military operations," he said. 

Sharon said that all political and 
propaganda activities in foe areas on 
the part of PLO supporters should 
be stopped; all pro-PLO newspapers 
and printing houses and all Arab 
bookshops that sell hostile material 
should be dosed down; all Arab 
universities at which foe slightest 
disturbance takes place should be 
closed for six months; and all student 
agitators deported. 

He said that two of foe Arabs 
mentioned as possible members of 
the Jordan-Palestine negotiating de- 
legation, Fayez Abu Rahme of 
Gaza, and Hanna Seniora, editor of 
the East Jerusalem paper Al-Fajr, 
should not be allowed to travel to 
Amman.

Cabinet team 


to decide on 
terrordeterrent

The cabinet deferred a deci- 
sion on foe death penalty yester- 
day leaving the matter to be 
bandied by a forum of ministers, 
most of whom think execution is 
an inefficent way of fighting ter- 
rorism. 


The questions of punishments for 
terrorists will be handled by a seven- 
minister panel. Heading their 
agenda will probably be deporta- 
tion as a deterrent. 

It appears that not all views on 
punitive measures against terrorists 
have been officially aired. Much 
time will be devoted to a considera- 
tion of the legal aspects of deporta- 
tion. 


Those who favour deportation say 
that foe process is complicated by 
tbe right to appeal deportation 
orders before a special panel. The 
ministerial committee will have to 
consider whether to change that pro- 
cedure, and whether such changes 
should be through executive regula- 
tions, which are open to challenge in 
the High Court of Justice, or through 
special legislation. 

This could result in international 


criticism because of possible con- 
traventions of article 49 of the Gene- 
va Convention which prohibits an 
occupying power from forcibly mov- 
ing or deporting any part of the 
population under its control. 

Members of the special committee 
are Yitzhak Rabin. Ariel Sharon, 
Moshe Arens. Ezer Weizman tali 
former defence ministers) Moshe 
Shahal. Moshe Nissim and Amnon 
Rubinstein (all lawyers). 

This forum will also have to deal 
with the questions of administrative 
detention as defined by the Manda- 
tory Emergency Regulations. 

The government's right to impris- 
on pereons without trial as stipu- 
lated in the regulations has been cur- 
tailed in recent years by a system of 
judicial review. 

Ways to prevent terrorism will be 
considered by the inner cabinet at its 
meeting this week. Both the inner 
cabinet and the seven-man commit- 
tee are to bring their recommenda- 
tions before the cabinet plenum next 
week. 

The cabinet also dealt with the 
attacks by Afula residents on Arabs 
last week and called on “all the 
citizens of the country to obey the 
law and refrain from harming inno- 
cent persons.-” 


Peres warns against stirring 
‘public passions’ over terror

The Alignment will not compete 
with foe Likud in stirring public 
passions over the recent terror out- 
rages. Prime Minister Peres said 
yesterday. 

Addressing the Alignment Knes- 
set faction to wind up the Knesset's 
summer term Peres said: “The 
Likud behaved like the man in the 
Arabian Nights stories who un- 
corked foe bottle and released foe 
genie of popular passions. First the 
Tehiya Party tried, to master foe 
genie, until it got out of control and 
went to serve the Kach Party.” 
Faction chairman Rafi Edri said 
the faction would not discuss propos- 
als on foe death penalty for terror- 
ists, since its policy is traditionally to 
allow a free vote on that issue. 


Shevach Weiss said: “Those 
Israelis .who chant ‘Death to terror- 
ists' today will chant ‘Death to 
Arabs' tomorrow and ‘Death to 
traitors’ the day after. By traitors 
they mean those who oppose the 
death penalty, and that is why I 
personally already feel scared.” " 
On foe economy. Peres said: "If 
we would have continued squander- 
ing money after the last elections, 
like foe Likud did before in its Ro- 
man orgies, we would have run dry 
in a month or two at foe most, 

“In our economic reform prog- 
ramme. foe difference between suc- 
cess and failure is little more than a 
hair's breadth. We need S200m to 
put foe health services back on their 
feet and we have no idea where we 
can take the money from.”

MKs block funds for Kiryat Arba

An allocation of about IS354 mil- 
lion for Kiryat Arba’s local council, 
which is partly controlled by Meir 
Ka bane’s Kadi Party was frozen 
yesterday by the Knesset Finance 
Committee. But the move was 
opposed by foe majority of the 
Lakud faction and foe committee’s 
chairman Avraham Shapira ( Agudat 
Yisrael). 

The decision to freeze foe funds 
came during a debate on the adjust- 
ment of the state budget for the 
second quarter of the fiscal year. 
Haim Ramon (Alignment) proposed 
delaying the sums allocated for 
Kiryat Arba until Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir gives his legal, opin- 
ion on the coalition agreement 
signed there by foe faction of Shalom 
Wadi and Kahane’s supporters. The 
accord calls for the dismissal of all 
Arab workers in the town. 


tion because it concerned a special 
allocation, be said. 

He appealed to cabinet members 
to change the Knesset committee's 
decision. In letters to all ministers 
Wach complained of “vicious press-

lifita head guilty of mosques plot 


Shimon Barda. head of the “Ulta 
Gang." was convicted yesterday by 
the Jerusalem District Court of con- 
spiring to blow up the mosques on 
the Temple Mount Sentence will be 
handed down later. 

The three-man bench said that 
Barda had led a gang of eccentrics 
(two were found mentally unfit to 
stand trial and another allegedly 
escaped abroad, the prosecution 
said earlier). In the summer of 1983. 
the group conspired to blow up the 
mosques and began stockpiling 
weapons which included 28 blocks of 
explosive material, 127 fragmenta- 
tion grenades, an Uzi submachine 
gun and large quantities of ammuni- 
tion. 

In January 1984, after the group 


had had the area under surveillance' 
for some time and had acquired 
other equipment including an exten- 
sion ladder and ropes, Barda began 
putting together explosive devices. 

The group then rented a truck, 
drove to Lion's Gate, and proceeded 
from there on foot, scaling the wall 
surrounding the mosque area "with 
the ladder and ropes. Once inside 
the compound, they were accosted 
by watchmen, and when asked to 
identify themselves, they fled. 

The judges said that although Bar- 
da's accomplices had cot been re- 
sponsible for their actions, a 
psychiatrist had said they could tes- 
tily, and the court had accepted their 
testimony. 


■The court also accepted, a tape 
recording of a telephone conversa- 
tion Barda had held after the Temple 
Mount attempt in which he de- 
scribed what had happened. 

The court described the group as 
eccentrics who had shut themselves 
away in the abandoned village at the 
’ entrance to Jerusalem, lived a reclu- 
sive life, devoted themselves to the 
study of Tora. and used both drugs 
and alcohol.

Income-tax bill finally overcomes filibuster

The Income Tax Bill' (Adjust- 
ments Under Inflationary CondE 
tions) passed its second and third 
readings last night after a filibuster 
of about four hours by opposition 
speakers. 

The bill replaces the 1984 law on 
the same subject, which was so com- 
plicated and contained so many 
loopholes that many companies 
were able to pay a very low tax. 

The filibuster was led by Yair 
Tsaban (Mapam) and Mordechai 
Bar-On (Citizens Rights Move- 
ment), who argued that the poor 
would get a bad deal. 

Tsaban said that uader the bill 


people earning a minimum wage of 
$130 a month would have to pay a 
marginal tax of 30 per cent. He also 
said that while the bill does require 
companies to pay a reasonable tax, 
ordinary self-employed persons 
would pay a ridiculously low tax. 

At 8:30 p.m. Tsaban announced 
that Finance Minister Moda'i had 
agreed that to examine the opposi- 
tion’s claims regarding tbe plight of 
the two lowest income deciles during 
August, and that if these were found 
justified, the matter would be cor- 
rected by regulations.

The cabinet yesterday amended its 
earlier decision to allow citizens to 
open foreign-currency accounts of 
up to $2,000 from whicb they would 
be alowed to withdraw any sum. 

Instead, the cabinet decided that 
individuals will be allowed to deposit 
up to $2,000 but to withdraw in 
foreign currency only up to $800, 
and only for foreign travel. 

The amendment was proposed by 
Finance Minister Moda'i, who 
opposed the previous decision 
approved in July and never im- 
plemented. The governor of the 
Bank of Israel was also against the 
previous decision. 


According to economic observers 
it is still not clear if the accounts-will 
earn any interest. Moda'i said 
yesterday that he will decide on the 
matter only after consulting with the 
Bank of Israel. 

Speaking yesterday at a meeting 
of the Chamber of Advocates in 
Jerusalem, Moda'i said the U.S. 
Congress is due to approve $1.5 
billion in supplementary aid for 
Israel this week. He added that the 
first transfer of money will arrive 
soon, and this will aid foreign- 
currency reserves. 

Moda'i added that the reserves 
will not fall this month and that the 
government is at last absorbing 
money from the public, thanks to tbe 
new economic policy. 


Syria says it won’t attend 
Arab summit in Casablanca 


DAMASCUS. - Syria has officially 
rejected a call by King Hassan of 
Morocco for an Arab summit next 
month as unnecessary and divisive. 

An official source quoted by the 
Syrian news agency Sana said Syria 
would not attend the summit, set for 
August 7 in Morocco. 

“Syria does not consider there 
have been important new events that 
have developed on the Arab scene 
recently which require an emergency 
Arab summit," the source said. 

Hassan announced last week the 
conference would discuss the atmos- 
phere in the Arab world and the 
Palestinian question. 

A majority of the Arab League's 
21 members supported the King's 


call last month for a special summit 
on the Palestinian issue, but Syria, 
Lebanon and Algeria expressed re- 
servations. ^ 

Saudi Arabian newspapers yester- 
day expressed support for the sum- 
mit. 

This could be a hint that the king- 
dom will take part in it, Arab diplo- 
mats said. 

Kuwait and Bahrain have already 
backed the summit call and diplo- 
mats said other Persian Gulf states 
are likely to follow suit. 

Egypt has welcomed Hassan 's call 
as a step toward Arab solidarity, the 
semi-official newspaper Ai-Ahram 
reported yesterday. (Reuter, AP)

‘Error’ led to youth 
festival walkout 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet orga- 
nizers of the Moscow Youth Festival 
said yesterday the separate repre- 
sentation of West Berlin at the open- 
ing ceremony bad been misunder- 
stood and should not have led West 
German delegations to withdraw 
from the events. 

Six West German groups on Sun- 
day said they were boycotting festiv- 
al events, charging the Soviet orga- 
nizers with breaking agreements by 
representing West Berlin as a 
national delegation. 

Alexander Lebedev representing 
the organizing committee, told re- 
porters yesterday a technical mis- 
take had caused the Lenin Stadium's 
electronic display board to announce 
“West Berlin Delegation” instead of 
“Delegation from West Berlin." 

The West Germans objected to 
what they said was an attempt to 
emphasise the Soviet view of West 
Berlin as a separate entity. 

Yesterday, they said Lebedev’s 
statement was meant' to be concilia- 
tory by suggesting that “Delegation 
from West Berlin" was no more than 
a technically correct description of 
the representatives of the city’s pro- 
Moscow Communist Party who mar- 
ched under a Berlin city flag at 
Saturday's opening ceremony. 


Soldier gets five years 
for selling heroin 

JAFFA (Itim). - A soldier was sent- 
enced in the military court here 
yesterday to five years in jail for 
selling heroin - the first time an IDF 
soldier has been convicted for deal- 
ing in the drug. 

The soldier was caught by an 
undercover agent who was in his 
Jerusalem flat when the transaction 
took place.

Gestapoman 
cleared of 
killing Jews 

HAMBURG (Reuter). - A former 
member of the Gestapo was cleared 
yesterday of charges of murdering 
Polish Jews selected for deportation 
to Auschwitz. 

The Hamburg court acquitted 
Harri Schulz, 7Q, on the grounds that 
evidence against him could not be 
proven* beyond reasonable doubt 
after more that 40 years. 

Schulz had been accused of shoot- 
ing dead three Jews during the de- 
portation of more than 5,000 Jews to 
'Auschwitz from the Polish town of 
Zawiercie in 1942 and 1943, and of 
complicity in the murder of four 
others. 

State prosecutors said yesterday 
that they would appeal against the 
verdict. They had demanded life 
imprisonment for Schulz on each of 
the three murder counts plus 13 
years for complicity. 

Schulz admitted membership of 
the Gestapo during his 17-month trial 
but denied.the charges against him.* 

Rita Ledor, a Polish-born Jew 
now living in San Antonio. Texas, 
told the court last October that 
Schulz looked on smiling as his Ger- 
man shepherd dog “ate alive”, an 
elderly Jewish man in thesummer of - 
1942 . 

" She said the. mad ‘had been drag-, 
ged intd-the Zawiercie marketplace 
becausche had Mddtttrfrom German 
officials in the Nazi-occupied city. 
She said Schulz was the “nightmare” 
of the Zawiercie Ghetto.

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Investigators 
piece together 
Afula murder

The three youths whom policesay 
have confessed to tbe murder of 
Afula teachers Yosef Eliahu and Lea 
Ehnakais were nanwi today as Otb- 
man Abdallah Baxti Hassan, .19, 
Aram Mahmud Saadi, 18. and a 
minor of 17, all of Arabuna. 

The three wore arrested after the 
security authorities had drawn up a 
profile, of the attackers. They signed 
confessions on Sunday . police said. 

Investigators concluded , that the 
murdered teachers left the Miftan 
school on Sunday about noon and 
beaded for a forest near Nurit. 

There two of the suspects alleged- 
ly ambushed, them. They first shot 
the man in the back with a carbine, 
then bound the woman, strangled 
and stabbed her, police said. 

The attackers put the bodies into 
Eliahu's car and returned to their 
village ‘ some 3 kilometres away, 
police said. They returned to the 
scene later with a third person, hid 
the bodies in a cave; and tried to 
clean the car. Then one of the men 
drove it to Sabah el-Hir on the 
outskirts of Jenin, police said. 

The three also led thefr interroga- 
tors to a cache where they had hid- 
den the carbine, Eliahu's 0.22mm 
pistol, a knife apparently used in the 
murder and Elmakais’s purse and 
identity card, police said. 

One of the suspects is tbe brother 
of a shepherd who was praised for 
saving a Jewish child who was lost on 
Mount Gilboa several months ago, 
and not as reported in yesterday's

Opposition to foe closure of an 
existing medical institution, howev- 
er outdated, is a natural response, 
said Michaeii. He cited the example 
of foe 100-bed Neveh Or psychiatric 
hospital in Bnei Brak, which foe 
ministry closed earlier this month. 
“The Orthodoxf community in Bnei 
Brak also had their grievances over 
this closure," he said. 

The Hospice is owned by foe Au- 
strian Church, which built’it in 1856 
as a pilgrims’ hostel. The Jordanian 
government converted it into a bos- 
- pital in 1948 and promised to return 
it to Austrian control in 1966, upon 
foe completion of a planned hospital 
in foe Sheikh Jarrah neighbourhood. 
The Six Day War interrupted this 
plan and the Hospice has been run 
since 1967 by foe Israeli govern- 
ment. 

“But foe building is old and un- 
suitable for use as a modem hospit- 
al,’.’ argued Michaeii. ’There is no 
room in it for a large elevator, for 
example, so that patients must be 


carried to and from foe operating 
ropm by stretcher." 

More critically, Michaeii con- 
tinued, two women died recently in 
foe maternity ward because of poor 
, medical treatment. He cited a recent 
' ministry inquiry into foe death of a 
19-year-old woman at the Hospice. 
The family of Najat Farhad abu Dib, 
of the village of Jib near Jerusalem, 
complained to the ministry after she 
had died of generalized peritonitis 
the morning after being examined at 
foe Hospice and released. 

Michaeii said foe part of foe Hos- 
pice not used by the first-aid station 
would soon be returned to foe Au- 
- strums. Austrian Ambassador Otto 
Pleinert has reportedly asked the 
Foreign Ministry to postpone the 
closure of. foe Hospice until a day 
clinic has been installed in foe build- 
ing. Michaeii said a proposal is under 
discussion for turzung foe building 
into a day-care geriatric facility, 
which would also offer some para- 
medical care. 

The East Jerusalem daily Al-Fqjr 
reported this week that “57 national 
institutions in foe occupied territor- 
ies have signed a memorandum out- 
lining a proposal to finance the Hos- 
pice.” But Michael! reiterated that 
additional money, from whatever 
source, could nor save a moribund 
institution. 

Few pedestrians on East Jeru- 
salem’s Sal ah a-Din Street inter- 
viewed by The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday seemed to be informed of 
foe reasons for foe Hospice’s clo- 
sure. The general comment, reflect- 
ing the recent PLO complaint to the 
World Health Organisation, refer- 
red to “political decisions made to 
force us to use Jewish hospitals.”

Exports increase to Latin America

A proposal to build a settlement 
oa the spot where two teachers were 
murdered last week was presented 
yesterday to the Zionist Executive 
by Jewish Agency Settlement De- 
partment co-chairman Nissim Z villi.

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Gen. Okello sworn in as 


Ugandan chief of state 


KAMPALA (Reuter). - Uganda's 
armed forces chief Lt.-Gen. Tito 
Okello. was formally sworn in 
yesterday as head of state following a 
military coup which ousted Presi- 
dent Milton Obote on Saturday. 

The 65-vear-old. grey-haired sol- 
dier promised to uphold the con- 
stitution. which was suspended by 
the coup leaders Sunday, and to 
defend the law. The ceremony was 
attended b> senior soldiers, church 
leaders, police and a few journalists. 

Okello was sworn in as the chair- 
man of a military council which, 
according to an earlier Uganda radio 
broadcast will rule the country until 
general elections in 12 months. 

The broadcast said Okello would 
appoint an executive prime minister 
who would form a “broad-based 
government" - an apparent refer- 
ence to fears among ordinary Ugan- 
dans that the coup would favour the 
Acholi tribesmen who carried it out. 

No prime minister was named at 
the ceremony, which was not 
attended by .t single minister from 
the government of Obote. The 
ousted president fled the country on 
Saturday. His whereabouts are not 
known. 

The leader of the opposition 
Democratic Party. Paul Ssemoge- 
rere. and several other members of 


the party did attend the swearing-in. 

The coup leaders have appealed to 
the Democratic Party and to rebels 
who have fought a four-year war 
against Obote from strongholds 
north of Kampala to join in the coup. 


Okello, dressed in full combat 
uniform, took the Bible to swear 
allegiance to the state and its 14 
million people in a ceremony, per- 
formed by the president of the court 
of appeal. Justice Saulo Musoke. 

There was no representative of the 
Catholic church at the ceremony. 
The head of the church. Cardinal 
Emmanuel Nusubuga, has been an 
outspoken critic of the violence that 
has dogged Uganda since independ- 
ence from British colonial rule in 
1962. 


But Anglican Bishop Masaeri 
Kauma from the Kampala suburb of 
Namirembe attended the ceremony 
and said a prayer. 

Kampala was much more relaxed 
yesterday and a few civilians ven- 
tured into town for the first time 
since thousands teemed into the city 
to loot on Saturday. 

But the airport remained dosed, 
all borders were shut and a dusk-to- 
dawn curfew was extended by one 
hour in the morning. Radio Uganda 
reported. 


Peru’s new president offers 
dialogue to leftist guerrillas 


LIMA. Peru (AP). - Protected by 
the tightest security ever seen here 
for a public figure. President Alan 
Garcia took office and pledged to 
seek a dialogue with extreme-left 
wine guerrillas to end political vio- 
lence that has cost thousands of 
lives. 

Armoured troop carriers and sol- 
diers with sub-machine guns 
guarded streets that had been 
cleared of the public as the 36-year- 
old Garcia. leader of the populist 
Aprista Party, assumed the pres- 
idency on Sunday and became the 
youngest president in Peruvian his- 
tory. 

Sharpshooters were posted on the 
tops of buildings surrounding the 
Plaza De Armas, where the govern- 
ment palace is located. 

A car-bomb explosion on Satur- 
day night near the headquarters of 
the joint military command came 
r.nU- f W n d?vs after another car 


bomb exploded outside the Interior 
Ministry and underscored the threat 
posed by rebels to Garda and fore- 
ign delegations here for the cere- 
monies. including six Latin Amer- 
ican presidents and U.S. Treasury 
Secretary James Baker. 


Speaking in Congress after receiv- 
ing the red-and-white presidential 
sash from Vice President Luis Alber- 
to Sanchez. Garda said he would 
form a peace commission to “seek a 
dialogue to persuade those who are 
wrong to return to democracy.” 


The guerrilla group of greatest 
concern to authorities is the Shining 
Path, 'a mysterious Maoist-oriented 
organization that has battled since 
1980 to overthrow Peru's democrati- 
cally elected government. It has con- 
centrated its guerrilla campaign in 
the isolated Andes but in recent 
months has extended its attacks to 
Lima. 


Guadeloupe activist freed; 
end seen to general strike 


- The 
Guadeloupe appeal court ordered 
the conditional release of jailed in- 
dependence activist Georges 
Faisans. clearing the way for an end 
to a six-day-old general strike on this 
French Caribbean Island. 


Leaders of a coalition of pro- 
independence movements that orga- 
nized the protest to demand 
Faisans's release said shortly before 
the ruling that all roadblocks put up 
during the stoppage would be re- 
moved within an hour once the court 
ordered his release. 


A demonstration to celebrate the 
release of Faisans. who yesterday 
entered the 57th day of a hunger 
strike at a prison in Paris, would be 
organized in the island's main town 
of Pointe-A-Pitre. they added. 

Faisans. a member of the Mouve- 
ment Populaire Pour La Guade- 


loupe Independante (MPGI). was 
sentenced to three years’ imprison- 
ment on June 5 for a machete attack 
on a white teacher who kicked a 
black pupil. He has been on hunger 
strike ever since. 

. The MPGI had paralyzed the is- 
land with a general strike since last 
Wednesday to demand his release. 

Technically, the three-man appeal 
court meeting in the administrative 
capital of Basseterre, had a month to 
reach a decision. But. in view of the 
critical state of Faisans's health and 
the protest strike, an early judgment 
had been expected.

Mafia-hunter 
is shot dead 


in Palermo 


PALERMO (Reuter). - A police 
commissioner who led the hunt 
throughout Sicily for wanted Mafia 
gangsters was shot dead Sunday 
night outside Palermo, police said. 

Police said Giuseppe Montana, 
35, was shot in the face and head by 
two gunmen who ambushed him 
while he was talking with another 
mao on a jetty at Porticello. a seaside 
village. 

The burnt-out remains of a car 
used by the gunmen to make their 
getaway were found later by police. 

Montana, who had just moored 
his boat by the jetty after spending 
the day sailing, headed a special 
police department coordinating the 
search for wanted Mafia criminals. 

The department has had several 
major successes in recent months. 

The police last week rounded up 
Tommaso Cannella, a suspected 
Mafia boss, and seven other supeecs 
after Montana tracked them down to 
a villa in Cefalu, on Sicily's northern 
coast. 


Thai minister 

kills himself 


BANGKOK (AP). - A member of 
Thailand's four-party coalition gov- 
ernment shot himself dead early 
yesterday just before he was to 
attend a cabinet meeting, govern- 
ment and police officials said. 

Damrong Lathapipat, the 53- 
year-old minister of science, tech- 
nology and energy, was reading the 
agenda of the cabinet meeting in his 
car parked immediately outside of 
the compound of Government 
House when he suddenly pulled out 
a .38-calibre pistol and fired one shot 
through his right temple, said the 
chief of police. 

Minister of Health Marut B unnag 
told reporters at the hospital he 
knew of no motive for the suicide. 
Damrong was well regarded and was 
not involved in any recent reported 
controversies. 


Damrong's police guard said that 
Damrong recently was increasingly 
anxious about unspecified problems 
concerning his work.

Danish youths again attack Iranians 


KALUNDBORG. Denmark (Reu- 
ter). -Danish youths hurled a home- 
made petrol bomb into a refugee 
centre here yesterday, but no one 
was injured, police said. 


They said posters calling on the 
refugees to go home were plastered 
outside the centre at a hotel where 
some 150 foreigners seeking political 
asylum in Denmark are staying. 


The refugees, mainly Iranians de- 
serting from service in the Persian 
Gulf War against Iraq.’ have in- 
creased in numbers in recent years, 
with 5.000 expected this year against 
4.200 last year. 

On Friday and Saturday nights, an 
estimated 500 - rampaging Danish 
youths stormed another hotel hous- 
ing 60 Iranian refugees.' smashing 
windows with bottles and bricks. 


Cancer victim’s widow wants his sperm 


MANCHESTER (Reuter). - A 
young widow bas asked a hospital to 
allow her to have a baby by using the 
frozen sperm of her dead husband, a 
hospital spokeswoman said yester- 
day. 

The case is believed to be the first 
of its kind in Britain, raising further 
controversy in a debate over artifi- 
cial insemination. 

A spokeswoman for St. Mary's 
Hospital for women and children in 
Manchester said the request would 
be referred to the hospital's ethics 
committee meeting in September. 


“We wish to. discuss die implica- 
tions with tbe hospital and then the 
patient as it is a new situation to us.” 
she said. 


Press reports named the widow as 
’ Sonia Palmer. 23, who was accepted 
for the hospital's test-tube fertiliza- 
tion programme before her husband 
died of cancer last month. 


In France last August a French 
court gave a widow the. right to be 
impregnated with her dead hus- 
band's frozen sperm, but she failed 
to conceive.

In a daring attack in central Mad- 
rid. three gunmen stepped a car 
taking Vice-Admiral Faristo Escri- 
gas Estrada to work and: riddled it 
with submachine-gun bullets. 

The killing occurred as U.S. 
Attorney-General Edwin Meesewas 
having talks on te r rorism with in- 
tenor Minister Jose Bamoneuvo . 

Escrigas Estrada, 59, was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at a hospit- 
al. Hospital sources said his 57-year- 
old chauffeur, a civilian, was. in cri- 
tical condition with several head 
wounds. 

Defence Munster Natrisa Serra 
told reporters Escrigas Estrada, 
director-general of defence policy 
for 18 mouths, was one of his close 
aides and his death was a "bad 
personal blow.”

A public prosecutor investigating 
the cases of those arrested said in a 
television interview that the practice 
of adding the anti-freeze chemical, 
diethylene-glycol to wines had been 
going on for years. 


Sinowatz is seeking to limit the 
effects of the scandal, which has 
devastated exports, harmed Au- 
stria's image abroad and threatened 
to ruin hundreds of small wine grow- 
ers. •

LONDON (Reuter). -Saudi Arabia 
agreed yesterday to accept Iran's full 
quota of 150.000 pilgrims for the 
annual haj, the Iranian news agency 
Irua said. 

Iran bad said it would not partici- 
pate in the pilgrimage to Mecca and 
Medina unless Saudi Arabia agreed 
ro accept all 150.000 Iranians reg- 
istered to perform Islam’s most 
sacred ritual. 

Iran bad said the Sandis had origi- 
nally reduced the number of Iranian 
pilgrims it would accept by 50,000. 
Irna, received in London, said two 
planeloads were turned back from 
Jeddah earlier yesterday. 

A source at the King Abdul ariz 
International Airport in Jeddah, 


however, said be was not aware of 
any Iranian flights being turned 
back. “There have been flights arriv- 
ing and others will presumably do 
so,” he said. 


On previous pilgrimages Iranians 
have staged political demonstrations 
in Mecca and Medina. Iranian Presi- 
dent Ali Khamenei recently urged 
his country’s pilgrims to mix reli- 
gious experience with political activ- 


ism. 


Irna said the problem of the num- 
ber of Iranian pDgrims had been 
solved after a visit to Saudi Arabia 
by a senior Iranian official who deli- 
vered a message to King Fahd from 
Khamenei. 


N. Korea and UN command 
agree to ease border tension 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (Reuter). - 
The U.S.-led UN Command (UNC) 
and the North Korean military 
agreed yesterday to back a dialogue 
between North and South Korea by 
seeking ways of reducing border ten- 
sion. 

The chief North Korean delegate, 
Maj. Gen. UTae-Ho, tolda military 
armistice meeting at Panmunjom 
border village: “The North-South 
dialogue will make affirmative con- 
tribution to eliminating deep-rooted 
distrust.” 

The one-hour meeting was the 
429th since tbe end of the three-year 
Korean War in 1953. The two 
Koreas are holding three sets of 
discussions - trade, parliamentary 
and Red Cross tplks aimed at reunit- 
ing separated families - in a growing 
dialogue. 

U.S. Rear-Admiral Charles 
Horne, the chief UNC negotiator 


replied: “We must make every effort 
to reduce military tensions...” . 

But Li said the atmosphere in the 
truce village of Panmunjom is still 
tense and proposed disarming 
guards in the joint' security area 
(JSA), a circle 800 metres in dia- 
meter where various contacts be- 
tween the two Koreas, including the 
armistice meeting, take place. 

Referring to a shooting incident at 
the JSA last November 23 when a 
Soviet translator defected to the 
South, U said; “The danger of 
armed conflict exists as ever.” 

Two Northern guards and one 
South Korean soldier were killed in 
the shooting, frightening tension in 
the demilitarized zone separating 
the two Koreas. 

Li also called for strict enforce- 
ment of the ban on automatic 
weapons throughout tbe DMZ. 
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‘Spiegel’: Bonn ousts Libyan diplomats 


BONN (Reuter). - West Germany 
bas expelled four Libyan diplomats 
on suspicion of planning attacks on 
exiled opponents of Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi, the weekly 
news magazine Der Spiegel 
said yesterday. 

The West German Foreign Minis- 
try and the Libyan People’s Bureau 
(embassy) in Bonn declined to com- 
ment on the report, which said the 
four left the country at the end of last 
week. 

“Security agents in Bonn accused 
them of planning criminal activities 
to eliminate opponents of the Gad- 
dafi regime living in West Germany, 
Der Spiegel said. 

The report followed a security 
alert at the people’s bureau 10 days 
ago and a police bunt in West Berlin 
for an alleged Libyan assassination 
squad. 


Intelligence sources said they be- 
lieved the squad was heading for the 
people’s bureau to pick up explo- 
sives. 


Police called off the hunt last 
week. 


Three months ago a Libyan dissi- 
dent, Gebril Denali, was shot dead 
in central Bonn and two West Ger- 
man passers-by were wounded. A 
second Libyan, Fatahi Tarhoni, has 
been charged with the shootings. 


PIPELINE. - A Turkish delegation 
headed by Finance and Customs 
Minister Ahmet Alptemodn has ar- 
rived in Baghdad to finalize a sup- 
plementary agreement on the con- 
struction of the second oil pipeline to 
carry Iraqi crude across Turkey to 
the Mediterranean.

FRANKFURT (Renter). - A pet rat 
. defended a girl demonstrator against 
a body search when it bit a police- 
woman reaching under its owner’s 
blouse, police said yesterday. 

The unidentified girl was searched 
during a regular Sunday protest 
against a new runway at Frankfurt 
airport. 


When- the policewoman reached 
under her blouse, “the rat apparent- 
ly got aggressive" and dog its teeth 
into a finger, a police spokesman 
said. 

Young people from the punk 
scene carrying pet rats in the streets 
have become a common sight in 
West Germany recently. 


400,000 stranded in 
Bangladesh floods 

DACCA (Reuter). - At least 
400,000 people were stranded as 
rain-swollen rivers flooded six dis- 
tricts in northern Bangladesh, offi- 
cials said yesterday. 

Most were clinging to bamboo 
rafts, floating rooftops or trees and 
waiting for rescue teams to arrive, 
the officials said. 

They said thousands more had 
fled their homes in Kurigram, Rang- 
pur, Gaibandha, Jamal pur, Nilpha- 
maru and Serajganj districts after 
132 centimetres of rain fell in the 
past three days.

Wreck, a Poliph-born. retired 
Canadian building cont ra ctor, who 
lost 200 members of his family in the 
Holocaust, dreamed when he was in 
the Skarjisk-Tchestelhov concentra- 
tion camp that there would someday 
|l be a strong Jewish state, and that he 
would live to see it. After his libera- 
tion - he was then 32 and just skin 
and bones - he emigrated to Toron- 
to. The tr ainin g centre was an idea 
that stuck in his mind for decades, 
until he finally supervised the con- 
struction over a six-month period at 
the air force base, eating with the 
cadets and sleeping in the officers' 
quarters until it was completed.

where he was staying in Tel Aviv. 
The waitress. Vered, mentioned that 
she was on leave from her army 
service at Hatzerim.

"Even the generals were quickly 
turned on by the enthusiasm of this 
69-vear-old," confides an air force 
officer who accompanied Wrock to 
the interview with The Jerusalem 
Posi. 

■*I feel as if I were reborn." says 
Manny Wrock. “In the past I gave 
some money to Bonds. Hadassah 
and some children's institutions, but 
I long ago dedicated my life to build- 
ing this centre." Asked about aliya. 
he" says he already feels like an 
Israeli, but his wife, who has under- 
gone four heart operations, would 
find it difficult to move. 

Wrock, who has done his bit and 
who intends to do more, chastises 
North American Jewry in blunt 
terms for their “apathy" about 
Israel: “I accuse them of being in- 
different. Where were they when the 
Nazis were burning Jews in the con- 
centration camps? How can they live 
. with themselves? They were busy 
“ making it" so they didn't demons- 
trate against the Holocaust. Now 1 
accuse them more than ever. 

‘‘Israel has economic problems. 
Why don't they come at least to 
visit? They should open their hearts 
and pockets. Come see what this 
beautiful country has achieved. 
Thev won't die in peace until they 
see it."

"■ Contemporary composers have to 
study the many possibilities of this 
very complex and sensitive instru- 
ment, its sonorities and technical 
applications, . and the results are 
most interesting and illuminating. 

Above all, the contributions from 
the Fax East seem to have one char- 
acteristic in common: a search for 
mystical’ mood’ and' sometimes eerie 
sounds, to which the harp lends itself 
beautifully. Others try to add per- 
cussive effects to prove bow contem- 
porary they are. The over-all picture 
is one of eager cooperation between 
harpists and composers, which will 
surely lead to the production of a 
rich and colourful repertoire for the 
future.

IF I hadn't studied biology, and if I 
believed in the theory of spon- 
taneous generation, then I could 
make a good case that would show 
that sun and earth and grass produce 
ticks and fleas. In fact, most dog 
owners would be happy to endorse 
my position. For mahy pet owners, 
summertime is a nightmare of dust- 
ing and bathing the dog, or dowsing 
flea powder onto the cat. and 
wondering where the ectoparasites 
that infest the beasts came from in 
the first place. 

Since several readers have written 
in about the problems engendered 
by ticks and fleas, it seems like an 
appropriate time to address the sub- 
ject. Some readers have asked how- 
to control ticks and fleas on their cat 
or dog; some have questions about 
nursing animals: and others, even 
more perturbed, want to know what 
to do about infestations of fleas (and 
sometimes ticks) in rugs and other 
household furnishings. ' 

Actually . the pet owner of today is 
lucky. As" recently as the late 'obs. 
there were few pet products avail- 
able. and the usual procedure was to 
wash the animal in a bath of hexalon. 
a pesticide usually used for dipping 
livestock, which smells terrible and 
whose odour clings to one's skin for 
days. I used to come into the office to 
be greeted by my secretary with, 
“Well, been washing the dog?" 

The only alternative to this was 
the carbamate-based powder then 
supplied to poultry breeders. It came 
in large sacks and was uncomfort- 
able to handle. There 'was no flea 
powder for cats available at all. 

Today, even though one still must 
spend a lot of rime and effort dealing 
with the parasite problem, there are 
a variety of good products available 
at the local pet store that make life 
easier. 

Ticks and fleas should be rigidly 
controlled, for the sake of the anim- 
al's health and for the protection of 
human companions. Ticks can carry 
a serious type of relapsing fever and 
typhus as well, while fleas are the 
vector of tapeworm. The dog swal- 
lows an infested flea while grooming

itself and gets a tapeworm infesta- 
tion that is debilitating and danscr- 
ous. 

THERE ARE a number of effective 
tick and flea shampoos on the mar- 
ket. as well as a variety of good flea 
and tick dusting powders. For small 
breed dogs and for young puppies, 
the aerosol sprays are very good, but 
are simply too expensive for large 
breeds, with one application using 
up a whole container. 

In addition to baths and dusting 
powders, there are also highly effec- 
tive rick collars that work on both 
dogs and cats. While cats rarely have 
ticks, save the occasional one on the 
head where the cat can't get at it. 
they do have more than their share 
of fleas. Of course, one usually does 
not wash a cat. although I have done 
so on occasion, but they can be 
dusted with a flea powder certified 
safe for cats. 

No animal should be dusted with- 


insecticides in the usual way while 
very young, while ill or while nursing 
a litter. If the situation is such that 
one must get rid of the fleas or ticks, 
then the best way is to put the 
powder on the animal, leave it a few 
minutes and then comb or brush the 
already affected parasites onto a 
newspaper with some insecticide 
powder on it. The animal, particu- 
larly a nursing cat or bitch and young 
pups or kittens should then be wiped 
thoroughly with a damp cloth to 
remove the powder from the fur. 

But parasite care should begin 
with prevention, and the animal 
should get its first treatment with 
shampoo or powder early in the 
season before the insects’ appear. 
The animal should then be provided 
with a tick collar. With a bit of luck, 
your pet will require only occasional 
dusting the rest of the summer. 

One' of the very problematic situa- 
tions that arise at times is when ticks 
or fleas slan 10 infest the house. This 
is especially a summer problem and 
requires a vigorous approach. Fleas, 
especially . but ricks as well, often get 
into rugs and blankets and are a 
terrible nuisance. 

The first thing is to get all the rugs 
and other furry or upholstered fur- 
nishings that can be removed out 
into the sun for a good beating and a 
spraying with a carbamate such as 
"opigal." Even good rugs can be 
lightly sprayed with 20 per cent opig- 
a! rn water and then brushed when 
dry. No damage will be done by this. 
The floors, base-boards and walls 
should be w ashed with a carbamate 
solution as well, and a light dusting, 
either of carbamate or other insecti- 
cidal powder, should be applied 
under rugs and under sofa cushions. 

Of course, the best thing is to keep 
the animals free of ectoparasites 
from the start and thereby prevent 
such a disaster. If ever an ounce of 
prevention w as really worth a pound 
of cure, it is in this situation. Neglect 
of this problem can even bring things 
to the point of where total fumiga- 
tion is needed to set things right, 
particularly in homes with thick wall- 
to-wall carpets and wall tapestries. 


Concern over British Labour 


A RECENT book review in 77/c 
Jerusalem Post surveyed the political 
attitudes of British Jews, noting that 
Jewish enthusiasm for the Labour 
Party at the end of World War II was 
dissipated by the immediate post- 
war policies on Palestine of the 
Labour government. Other factors 
were the attitude of Labour MPs 
during the Suez crisis and the grow- 
ing advancement of Jew’s up the 
socio-economic scale, as they tended 
to move put of the jvorking. classes. 
The Conservatives did not have to 
make a' special ploy for the Jewish 
vote, which began to come to them. 

Confirmation of a continuing 
trend in this direction was provided 
by a recent article in 77ie Times of 
London, entitled “Why Labour is 
losing its Jews." It was written by 
Peter Bradley, a member of the 
executive committee of Poale Zion, 
which is affili ated to the Labour 
Party and well-acquainted with the 
situation who is from the inside. 

Bradley notes that according to 
some estimates, no more than 40 per 
cent of British Jews support the 
Labour Party, compared with 75 per 
cent at the end of World War II. 
Many complex factors are involved, 
including the fear that certain ex- 
treme forms of anti-Zionism that 
bave emerged on the left are tainted 
with anti-Semitism. The Jews are 
more worried by the far left than by 
the ineffective racist right. 

Labour's own defence spokesman 
at the party's last conference spoke 
of an “anti-Semitic strand" running 
through parts of the Labour Party. 
The signs are there. A miner at a 
solidarity rally spoke of the “Jewish 
•bastards'* in Mrs. Thatcher's govern- 
ment: a Sheffield Labour councillor 
spoke of the (Jewish) home secret- 
ary with the words, “There’s too 
many of his ilk in Parliament. This 
should be looked into.”

In former years such outbursts 
may have been seen as exceptions, 
but, Bradley writes, the apparent 
establishment of anti-Zionism as a 
cornerstone of Labour-left ideology 
has contributed to a significant 
change of atmosphere within the 
labour movement. Of particular 
concern are the pronouncements of 
Ken Livingstone, leader of the Grea- 
ter London Council and a rising star 
in the more leftist) wing of the party. 
He has said that the Jewish Board of 
Deputies is “dominated by reac- 
tionaries and neo-fascists” and went 
on to insult British Jews by saying 
that Jews had traditionally sup- 
ported Labour “not necessarily be- 
cause they were socialists, but be- 
cause the Conservative Party was 


anti-Semitic." This re:ii;y stung the 
Jewish activists of the Labour Party. 

THE implication of Livingstone’s 
line is that only the small number of 
Jews who subscribe to his views are 
acceptable in Labour circles, and 
this means the repudiation of Zion- 
ism and the acceptance of the 
“Zionism =racism" formula. Living- 
stone holds that Zionists are racists 
because they subscribe to a Jewish 
liberation movement (whereas 
Palestinians who support their awn 
such movement are not), and Israel's 
leaders are identified with the Nazi 
architects of the Final Solution. 
Livingstone has condemned the “ex- 
ploitation of the Holocaust in the 
demand for a Jewish homeland." 

Bradley mentions anti-Zionist ex- 
cesses in a number of campaigns 
supported by the Labour Party. The 
feminist “Spare Rib" identifies 
feminism with anti-Zionism. The 
City of London Anti-Apartheid 
Group has pledged its support for 
the PLO. The list is a long one. 

It is hardly surprising, therefore, 
that the Jewish attachment to the 
British labour movement is growing 
more tenuous. Is it not. asks Brad- 
ley. that the mainstream has failed to 
protect its Jewish members from the 
aggressive zeal of the extremists and 
the insensitivity of their supporters 
(as it has also ignored the special 
needs of the blacks)? 

In almost all sections of the “prog- 
ressive" left, Jews are only welcome 
if they proclaim anti-Zionism. Jew’s 
in the Labour Party are calling for a 
reassertion of Labour's traditional 
stand. Meanwhile Jews, inside and 
outside the Labour Party, are sensi- 
tive to and apprehensive of the pro- 
nouncements of anti-Zionists in a 
sector of the party that is increasing- 
ly influential and of the umbrella it 
offers for genuine anti-Semites.

— Elbit Computers expects 
to increase sales and profits by 20% 
this fiscal year - despite a fall-off in 
the domestic market due to Defence 
Ministry budget cuts, the company's 
president, Emmanuel Gill, told re- 
porters here yesterday.- 

He said the firm, which last year 
(1984/85) registered sales of $150 
nnttion and a net profit of jost over 
SlSmiilion, had anticipated the cut- 
backs and would make op. the differ- 
ence tty placing more emphasis on 
exports.. . 

The company expected exports to 
make up half of its total sales tins 
year, compared to 42% in 1984/85. 

GUI- revealed that the U-S- was 
interested in some of Elbit's pro- 
ducts.. At the same time, the com- 
pany hoped to achieve an important 
share of U.S. government foreign 
military sales to Israel and other 
governments through the foreign 
military aid programme. 

The firm, which specializes in the 
production of defence-orientated 
computer systems, also planned to 
boost sales through its American 
marketing subsidiary, Elbit USA. 

Gill said that the firm hoped to 
achieve its growth target without 
increasing or decreasing the number 
of employees! The company em- 
ploys 1,800- people in Israel and a 
further 320 abroad. 

He emphasized that Elbit was in a 
“very healthy state" with a backlog 


of orders totalling more than $300 
million, .which would ensure sales 
target^ for the current fiscal year. . 

Nevertheless, the.finn had to con- 
tinue its research and development 
programme to ensure new products 
for the future. To this end the firm is 
offering debentures to try to raise 
S19 m. for R and D projects. 

. Gill said that Elbit, which is in the 
finals stages of completing mission 
computers for use in the F-16 and 
updated Phantoms for the Israel Air 
Force, had dozens of new projects in 
the pipeline. These include the de- 
velopment of an integrated compu- 
ter system for tanks, military train- 
ing simulators, computer* systems 
based on infrared technology and 
many otheis. 

The company is also involved in 
the development of computer sys- 
tems for use in the Lavi aircraft. GUI 
stressed it would be disastrous for 
the country if the Lavi project were 
either frozen or cancelled at this 
stage. 

He said that apart from being 
important for Israeli industry, the 
plane would have a vital role in the 
country’s air force of the future and 
would also have export potential. 

Gill was asked if Elbit's ability to 
raise funds had been affected by 
losses incurred by the Elsdnt firm - 
both of which are part of the Elron 
group. He replied that Elbit bad not 
been unduly affected since the two 
businesses were completely sepa- 
rate.

Computer firms hope 
crisis won’t cut sales

TEL AVIV. - Computer firms oper- 
ating in Israel are bracing themselves 
for the possible effects of die reces- 
sion oa their sales, but at least some 
sources in the field believe that the 
downturn is unlikely to reduce 
businesses' demand for computers. 

In off-the-record comments, reli- 
able sources say that parent com- 
panies abroad are watching the eco- 
nomic crisis here yvith concern, and 
one source states that most of the 
parent companies were likely to re- 
duce prices and offer better payment 
terms so that local firms will be able 
to keep up their sales despite the 
tight market. 

Speaking for the record, though, 
officials of computer firms here tend 
to be more Optimistic. 

Gil Barhoom, deputy general 
manager for finance of IBM in Israel 
believes it is still too early to say 
whether the downturn would effect 
the computet field. “If we look to 
Europe -which is now trying to pull 
out of a long recession - for example, 
the recession there did not effect the 
computer field. This is because com- 
puters are needed more in times of 
recession when there is a greater 
need for efficiency." 

Even if there is a recession, he says 
the computer field will not be the 
first to feel the pinch. Rather, he 
dnims , l uxur y items will be affected 
first. 

Still, Barhoom refuses to specu- 
late. He points out that July and 
August are vacation months when 
many people who usually do the 
buying for a company are not work- 


ing. He therefore advises waiting 
until the fall before trying to evalu- 
ate the fate of the computer sector. 

. David Mittwoch, deputy general 
manager of I.E. Mittwoch and Sons, 
the importers of NCR in Israel says 
he believes the crunch of the reces- 
sion would be felt mainly in the 
home computer field. In the super- 
micro, super-mini, mini and main- 
frame computers business would 
continue as usual, he says. “Our 
clients will need more and more 
information. During such tough 
times companies cannot afford to 
make costly mistakes, and they must 
be kept up-to-date and be fed data or 
on upKo-date basis,” Mittwoch states. 

He adds that though there might 
be a slight contraction in the gov- 
ernmental sector, it too cannot 
afford to be without up-to-date data 
during an economic crisis. 

Mittwoch admits that small 
businessmen might buy fewer com- 

S iters during these diffi cult times. 

ut he is positive that industry will 
continue to buy computers, and 
maybe on an even larger scale. “In 
times like these they must expand 
and try very hard to increase sales, 
which they can do very well with the 
aid of the tool called computer," 
Mittwoch concludes. 

On a more negative note, Yitzhak 
Koren. spokesman of Digital, says 
he expects government and industry 
to reduce their computer purchases. 
And small businesses, he says, will 
probably buy much less than before. 

Koren says this will create a much 
tougher market with greater com- 
petition particularly among the lar- 
ger computer companies. 


Gov’t may shut profit-maker

At tewtf one of the government cor- 
porations which is reportedly in line 
to be eliminated is a flourishing 
money-making operation. 

“We made 13.3 million last year of 
which $2m. was paid in income tax,” 
Shlomo Tal, director of the Govern- 
ment Tourist Corporation, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. Tal said 
that the only reason he can imagine 
that people wonld want to abolish 
the GTC is that they don't under- 
stand what it does. ^ 

The corporation, which has 25 


employees, acts as a bank which 
gives loans to approved tourist en- 
terprises, such as hotels, and to a 
lesser extent to restaurants, shops 
and tourist attractions. It operates 
with a SllOm. floating loan fund. 

Tal adds that compared with other 
simil ar government banks, the GTC 
is “most profitable." The equivalent 
bank for industry, which is “ten 
times larger," made not quite 51m., 
while that for agriculture showed a 
profit of $30,000. 

“The government makes money 
from us in two ways, through taxes 
and through dividends," he added.

The free share market burst 
irrepressibly ahead yesterday, with 
sharp rises in every sector. 

The bond market remained 
mixed, with rises of up to 5% in some 
categories and prices felling by as 
much as 7% in other categories. 

The “arrangement" sector fell 
yet again, so that yields on these 
quasi-bonds rose to around the 
18.5% per annum level. Yields in the 
Admon series of dollar-Iinked bonds 
are between 10 and 12% while the 
Gilboa series are available at yields 
of 4-5%. The Admon are issued for 
periods of two years, which makes 
the “reverse yield curve” only more 
extreme. 

“Free” shares are racing ahead 
and yesterday was one of their best 
sessions of the whole month . Most of 
the important sectors gained 5% or 
more on the day, and rises of 10% 
were almost normal among indi- 
vidual issues. The advance/decline 
ration reached 12:1, with almost 200 
issues up over 5% and only a handful 
falling by this margin. With two

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Terrorism from Jordan? 


KINCj HUSSEIN is sore at his American friends. They will not 
approve without question all the Palestinians listed by Yasser 
Araf3t as members of the joint delegation with Jordan for 
“preliminary" talks with the U.S., and they have asked for 
some more names. The Hashemite monarch bridles at such 
insolence, and he has told The New York Times as much. He 
stands by the names submitted to Washington, and he will offer 
no others. Now. he implies, the ball is in Ronald Reagan's 
court. 

Washington, it is reported, has not finally made up its mind 
about the list, and is still examining the names of the proposed 
Palestinians. But some of these names can hardly pass muster, 
for they include precisely those PLO leaders whom the 
Americans have vowed to exclude as interlocutors - until the 
PLO has recognized Israel's right to exist and endorsed 
Resolutions 242 and 338. Among them - first on the list, as a 
matter of fact - is Khaled al-Hassan. a long-time political 
adviser to Yasser Arafat and member of the Fatah executive 
committee who now lives in Kuwait. 

Khaled al-Hassan is the kind of PLO “moderate” and 
“pragmatist" who believes in a “dual strategy” for the orga- 
nization. 

Five years ago he went on record as favouring the establish- 
ment of a separate Palestinian state by Israel's side - with the 
proviso that it would ultimately spread over the entire area 
from the river to the sea. Later he assured some Israelis 
privately that he was all for ending terrorism against Israel - 
just as soon as Israel recognized the right of the Palestinians to a 
state of their own. which would, of course, ultimately extend as 
far as the sea. 

In the meantime, he made it clear, the PLO would pursue 
terrorism with all possible vigour while carrying on the fight in 
the diplomatic arena as well. 

Last week Khaled al-Hassan announced the imminent start 
of a major fresh campaign of terrorism within Israel and the 
territories. In an interview with the Kuwaiti newspaper Al 
Anba he explained that this would not be just a succession of 
individual suiGide attacks - the type favoured by extremist 
Shi’ite groups and the Syrian-sponsored National Socialist 
Party in Lebanon. What he foresaw was rather a concerted 
offensive that would have a “shattering" impact on Israel 
morally, economically and militarily. 

He also indicated that the base for the operation would be - 
as it inevitably would have to be - Jordan, to which, as he 
explained, many of the terrorists banished from Lebanon had 
lately returned. 

It would be unwise, or at least premature, for Israel to laugh 
off this suddenly unveiled programme for PLO aggression 
against it. But it would be utterly foolish for King Hussein to 
minimize the threat it poses for Jordan itself. It would easily 
lend substance to the voices in this country that are already 
calling for pre-emptive strikes on PLO headquarters east of the 
river. 

But even if Khaled al-Hassan’s declaration of terrorist war 
turns out to have been a mere public relations stunt, and the 
campaign itself never gets off the ground, it should be more 
than enough to condemn the king's diplomatic initiative which 
depends on the participation of the likes of Khaled ai-Hassan. 

King Hussein is anxious to keep his regime in control of the 
East Bank by coopting the PLO into a process of peaceful 
negotiation over the West Bank. But the PLO, evidently 
fearful of losing its grip on the territories, will not talk without 
also shooting, until it gets its way politically. His dalliance with 
the PLO may therefore cost the king not only any chance of 
making peace with Israel, but threaten the stability of his 
throne as well. 


A bad message 


THE KNESSET Finance Committee yesterday voted to sus- 
pend government aid to Kiryat Arba, in Judea. 

It would have been welcome to have seen a committee 
unanimous in thus expressing its revulsion over the recent 
kick-the-Arabs coalition agreement that brought Meir 
Kahane's Kach list into the-leadership of Kiiyat Arba's local 
council. But in fact the decision was taken by a vote of only 9 to 
7. with the Liberals' Ariel Weinstein and the NRP’s David 
Danino offering the winning margin for the Alignment's 
proposal. Otherwise, the right-wing was solidly opposed. 

Herut's Haim Kaufman later complained on the radio that it 
was unjust to punish the entire Kiryat Arba population for the 
misdeeds of only the majority of the local council. Let the 
attorney-general decide that the coalition agreement was 
illegal: but until he does, why should the dirt accumulate in the 
township’s streets? 

The fact is that the dirt has already accumulated sky-high in 
Kiryat Arba's streets - the dirt of racism. And its odour can be 
smelled everywhere. The least that was to be expected of the 
finance committee was that it would refuse to subsidize it. This 
would hold even if the attorney-general decides that the 
coalition agreement cannot, in the present state of the law, be 
invalidated on strictly legal grounds. 

But MK Kaufman and his six colleagues are evidently more 
anxious to prevent the erosion of their parties' strength by the 
inroads of Kahanism than to stand up for the principles of 
democracy. So they prefer to hop on what seems to be a popular 
bandwagon while piously disclaiming support for racism. 

For shame.

AN INTERNATIONAL 
standard for viewing and 
chewing spaghetti has been 
published by the Geneva-based In- 
ternational Organization for Stan- 
dardization (ISO).

The 90-n3tion ISO said the object 
was “to establish a reference against 
which the results obtained by in- 
strumental or practical methods of 
sensory analysis can be compared, 
with a view to perfecting these 
methods."

THE CONTROVERSY ’surounding 
proper U.S. responses to the TWA 
flight 847 hijacking once again 
underscored the fact that there are 
no simple solutions. The globaliza- 
tion and brutalization of ideological 
and political violence requires first 
and foremost upholding the rule of 
law if our democratic systems are to 
survive. 

Clearly there are no shortages of 
national and international laws de-. 
signed to prevent or suppress tenor-' 
ism. The problem lies in their inter- 
pretation and implementation. The 
record, thus far, shows that too 
much emphasis has been placed on 
terrorist “grievances” and "rights." 
If existing legal provisions and pro- 
cesses are to serve as effective deter- 
rents to domestic and international 
terrorism, then victims’ rights need 
support too. 

A unique opportunity to do just 
that is afforded in the Hanoch Tel- 
Oren, et al. v. Libyan Arab Repub- 
lic., et. al. case. The U.S. Supreme 
Court has been asked to decide 
whether American courts will pro- 
vide redress for victims of interna- 
tional acts of terrorism, torture 
and hostage taking. 

The case arises out of a brutal 
terrorist attack in Israel on March 
11, 1978. In the attack, 13 PLO 
terrorists, armed, funded and 
trained in Libya, commandeered 
two civilian buses, took the passen- 
gers hostage and then tortured and 
murdered many of them. By the time 
this attack was over, 22 adults 
and 12 children were killed and 73 
adults and 14 children were critically 
wounded. The victims included 
Israeli, American and Dutch 
citizens. 

In March 1981, a legal suit seeking 
damages on behalf of the victims was 
filed in Federal District Court in 
Washington, D.C. The plaintiffs re- 


lied, in part, on a federal statute that 
en powers a federal district court to 
decide civil actions brought “by an 
alien for a tort only, committed in 
violation of the- law of nations or a 
treaty of the United States. ” 

The district court dismissed the 
suit for lack of jurisdiction in June- 
1981 , and the vic tims appealed to the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Circuit. In Febru- 
ary 1984, a three-judge panel- 
affirmed the District Court’s deci- 
sion in three separate and conflicting 
opinions. 


ONE OF the most startling aspects 
of this case is the finding by one of 
the three judges that terrorism does 
not violate international law. Ama- 
zingly, the judge stated that there is 
“less than universal consensus" ab- 
out “terrorism generally” and about 
PLO-sponsored attacks on Israel “in 
particular.” With respect to an inter- 
national declaration which the vic- 
tims pointed 1 to as evidence of an 
international proscription against 
terrorism, the judge argued that 
there was no consensus over this 
issue, because the declaration “was 
said by at least one state at the time 
of its promulgation not to be applic- 
able to Palestinian terrorist raids 
into Israel supported by Arab 
states.” 

The state which the judge referred 
to was Syria, one of the main backers 
of terrorist raids- against Israel. 
According to the judge, the Syrian 
qualification and the fact that 
“accusation of terrorism are often 
met not by a denial of the fact of 
resposibility but by a justification for 
the challenged actions,” indicated a 
“lack of consensus" about terror- 
ism. 

Last June, theplaintiffs requested 
that the Supreme Court review the 
derision of the Court of Appeals. 


They argued that aliens should not 
be denied redress under the laws of 
the U.S. for injuries suffered as a 
result of a state-sponsored terror- 
ism, torture, hostage-taking and 
s ummar y execution. They also con- 
tended that adjudication of cases 
involving such state-sponsored acts 
should not be haired by the political 
question doctrine, a doctrine which 
asserts, essentially, that certain 
questions are better resolved by 
Congress or the executive, branch, 
and not by courts. Finally the victims 
argued that in the case of the hijack- 
ed bhses, the U.S. citizens who were 
victimised should not be denied red- 
ress. 

In then- brief, .the plaintiffs relied 
on a 1980 decision of 1 the Federal - 
Appeals Court in New York, which 
held that redress was appropiate 
under the same statutes at issue m Tef- 
Oren. The trial court in that case 
recently awarded $10 million in dam- 
ages to the family of a Paraguayan 
citizen tortured and murdered by a 
Paraguayan police official. 

This case is of greater si gnificanc e 
now that the Supreme Court has 
issued an order (October 1, 1984) 
inviting the solicitor general “to file 
a brief in this case expressing the 
views of the United States." It is 
hoped that the solicitor general will 
express the views of the U.S. govern- 
ment and that the Supreme Court 
will review the case and.resolve It in 
favour of the Tel-Oren victims. 
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ress, but effectively precludes the 
victims from obtaining any legal re- 
lief at all. 


THERE ARE a number of reasons 
for the U.S. solicitor general to pur- 
sue this case. Firstly, the Court of 
Appeals' decision, if allowed to 
stand will undermine attempts by all 
civilized nations to deter and prevent 
terrorism > The derision not only 
undercuts the willingness of those 
individuals harmed by such acts to 
rely upon the legal system for red- 


In its current posture, the case 
stands for the proposition that state- 
sponsored terrorism, torture and 
hostage-taking do not violate inter- 
national law. Such a proposition ren- 
ders international law useless as a 
mechanism for governing the con- 
duct of nations. These consequences 
are particularly disturbing in light of 
the recent and repeated attacks on 
U.S. citizens and troops in Lebanon, 
the ever increasing use throughout 
the world of terrorism, torture and 
hostage-taking and the growing pub- 
lic scepticism about the ability of 
governments to guarantee the safety 
of their citizens abroad . 


Secondly, the Court of Appeals’ 
derision has called into question the 
credibility of the judiciary's commit- 
ment to the protection of human

Sir, - Susan Hattis Rolefs analysis 
of the “Kahane phenomenon" 
(“How to deal with Kahane” - July 
3) is most impressive. Yet, while I 
agree with her description of the 
dangers of this “phenomenon,” I 
sense that her conclusions as to how 
they should be combatted miss the 
point. The means of combat 
obviously depend on understanding 
why the young and the religious 
appear to be drawn to Kahane. 

My experiences with young (reli- 
gious) people lead me to conclude 
that they (gross generalization) have 
lost confidence in our leadership. 
Having learned love of our country - 
how their parents struggled to reach 
Israel, how they sweated and bled 
for each settlement, how the Arabs 
sought to kill, pillage and “drive us 
into the sea,” and how necessary it is 
to be on constant guard to protect 
this land - they sense a willingness to 
yield large sections of this tiny coun- 
try to implacable enemies for ques- 
tionable reasons. 

Since, as Dr. Rolef points out, 
these young people do not hear most 
of what Kahane has to say and do not 
comprehend the implications of his 
total programme, they fix on one

aspect as a rejection of what they 
consider to be the "treason” of the 
intellectuals of the “left." These are 
seen as more concerned with the 
demands of the Arabs than with the 
love of the land. 

In a similar manner, the religious 
sector (gross generalization, and I 
am not referring to the extreme 
haredi group) is traumatized every 
time a Virshubski, Sand or Aloni 
inveighs against any manifestation of 
religious sensitivity.

Sir - r was really astonished to 
read Mark Segal's article of June 27 
“Haven for Terror.” Although he 
visited Greece very often (as he 
states), the author has not Grasped 
the true spirit prevailing in Greece, 
and his article becomes thus a 
“haven for hatred. ” 

Indeed, although there was an 
overdose of anti-Israeli statements 
daring the first months of the Leba- 
. non War and the Israeli occupation 
of Lebanon, this cannot, in any way, 
be attributed to Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou or his Pasok 
socialist goverment. Greece has tra- 
ditionally been pro-Arab and rather 
cool to Israel, even in times when 
Papandreou was in the Opposition. 
However, more pro-Israeli activities 
were sponsored by tire government 
in recent years under Pasok rule 
than before. 

Nevertheless, independently of 
the traditional pro-Arab official poli- 
cy of the Greek government, which 
results from pure financial and com- 
mercial interests, Greece and the 
Greek people have always been pro 
Jewish and pro-Israeli. Greece is one 
of the very few countries in the world 
where therehas never been any form 
of organized anti-Semitism and 
where Jews have always been tre- 
ated as absolute equals in all re- 
spects. Greeks, in their overwhelm-

It is a fact that many people 
reacted negatively to the Israeli war 
in Lebanon and the occupation that 
followed, but then, is this just a 
Greek phenomenon? To the best of 
my knowledge, the same feelings 
prevail also in Israel. 

As for Mark Segal's conclusion 
not to visit Greece in the foreseeable 
future, I am afraid that Ac will be the 
loser. Greece is by far one of the

Apart from demonstrating his ta- 
lents for public relations, Mr Yoel 
has not tackled the burden of my ar- 
gument namely the warm hospitality 
extended to the PLO and other ter- 
rorists by the Papandreou regime.

_ It is just because I have so enjoyed 
visiting Greece in the past that I so 
deeply regret having to stay away as 
long as the Pasok regime provides 
such a safe haven for international 
terrorism, especially at its airport. 
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rights, since it leaves unremedied the 
torture and murder of unarmed civi- 
lians, including Americans. It is both 
necessary and appropriate for the 
Supreme Court to examine the hu- 
man rights issues presented here, 
and to determine whether the terror- 
■ism, torture and hostage-taking 
committed in this case constitutes, 
violations of international law. 

Finally, judicial review is necessary 
to affirm that the political question 
doctrine does not preclude adjudica- 
tion of this case, since, the issues 
raised are within the scope of proper 
judicial function. Congress has de- 
termined that it is for the federal 
courts to decide when -acts are so 
egregious as to constitute violation 
of U.S. laws, and to award damages 
to the victims of those acts . 
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
